Part of Hiis stretch is level, Imt it is tlie deadest 
sort of going and toward the flnish there la a gradual' 
iqigrade again. .Ail Hie way it is a grass covered 
Inrf. exeeiit tlie roadwa.vs. which are covered with 
tan liurk. 

Tlie race of toda.v will be witnessed liy a vast 
eoiiconrse of piSMile. yet ii still greater nunilsT will 
Ih' iiresent who will not s<>e tlie race or make an 
etfmt to do so.
